It is noted that .,the v letter listed as specimens Kll. through .. tv . . ‘ 
K13 bearing the purported known h^dwriting' of the Subject,' l^ey-C-p:'-^ 
Hampton, is much better for: ; comparison purposes than ’the remainder' 
of the specimens submitted , inasmuch as a certain amouht of disguise 
is apparent in the dictated specimens. In this connection, if testi- 
mony is desired in this case, it is suggested that an effort be made 
to prove the authorship of the letter designated, as Kll .through X13.

In reference to the above report, it should be noted that the 
letter which was determined not to have been Tfritten by Subject was 
an anonymous letter addressed to Governor LEHMAN, which letter was 
not previously shown to have any connection with instant case. The 
letter which caused the designation of LEHMAN as a victim in this 
case was a typewritten letter , signed M John Rogers’* , which because t- ’" 
of its signature and wording, containing threats to? the same institu- 
tions, is believed to have, "been written by Subject, as are the other > 
letters previously set put in this case. • ! r 


It should be noted by the bureau that the commitment of Subject 
to an insane asylum, presumably for the remainder of his life, was 
the direct result of the investigation conducted by the New York Field 
Division. No investigation was conducted by the State authorities 
prior to such commitment, and such disposition of the Subject supplanted 
the Federal prosecution which normally would have followed in this case.
